I*, ttii^ WM OKlM to the tum ot 
Mr. TuUsr Applogate In the Mt OtlMd 
nolghborliood, It betnt reported by 
naiyhbon that the Applegate home 
had been burned to the ground and 
that Mr. Applegate and other members 
of the family had been burned to death 
In the flames. When the Coroner 
reached the scene, the substantial 
country home on the Applegate farm 
was In ashes and iieiglibdi-B, who had 
gathered when the flames (IrHt burst 
out, had found the charted body of Mr 
Applegate In the ashes but no other 
bodies could be found. A later inves- 
tlgatlon disclosed that all other mem- 
bers of the family were snte not hav- 
ing been at the home at the time of the 
.flr*. 

There to quite a myetery In connec- 
tion with thia oaie which Coroner Hig- 
glnt and the jury ot oiticena he aum- 
monW oouM ami (ithom and after sev- 
eral houra ot oaratul Inveatlgation the 
Jury waa unable to reach any direct 
cauae for the death of thla well known 
farmer except that he had been Durii> 
ed lu the building which had taken Are 
from some unknown cause. 

The circumatauces In coiiiieotidii 
with the case, lead the inibllc and of 
fk'laU, however to believe that Mr 
Applegate died by his own hands af- 
ter having started the fire which de- 
stroyed his home. These clreum- 
atancee form the only basis for a 
theory In connection with the death of 
the man and the deetruction of hu- 
home. 

It is understood that yesterday af- 
ternoon Mr. Applegate and members 
of his family quarreldtl and that his 
wife came ii) .Muysville, where she re- 
mained over nighl with relatives. Fol- 
lowing this Quarrel. Mr Applegate and 
his two grown sons (luarrelcd and Mr. 
Applegate left home Shortly after 
Mr. Applegate had left liis homo, It 
\*'as discovered that he had l.ilccu his 
shot gun with hlTn and the Hcin- start- 
ed out to find their father. They over- 
took him on tile Ml. rarmcl pike near 
the Day luunc just ihls side of Orange- 
burg and the father is said to have 
flred at his sons as they passed him. 
. This was about 6:30 o'clock Wednes- 
day and the young men came on to 
Mayayllle and procured a warrant for

The news of tlic tragedy siiread like 
wild (ire all (ivi'r the entire neighbor- 
hood and ersons gathered at the scene 
from miles around. The pikes being 
almost blocked with machines and 
scores of people coming from nelgh- 
hi^ring farms a foot. There was much 
excitement throughout that section of 
the country and the nature of the trag- 
ciiv could but remind all ot the Wil- 
liam Bramble tragedy on the adjoining 
farm a few years previous when Mr. 
nramble is said to have killed hia wife 
and after setting tire to his home kill- 
ed himself, both bodies being consum- 
ed by the Are which destroyed their 
home. 

There have been several tragedies 
in that section of Mason county with- 
in the past half century including the 
Uramble case and the famous Hlggs 
murder case but none has shaken the 
ciiininiitilly to a great depth than thl.s 
one. Mr. Applegate was recognized an 
one of the finest gentlemen in thi 
county and was thought to live hap- 
pily on one of the best fttrms in that 
district.

In the interest of employees and 
employers of the country, no limita- 
tion should be placed upon the oppor 
tunltlea ot any poraon to learn any 
trade to which he or ahe ,may be 
adapted.

The Ledger was 
on the street with an account of the 
game 20 minutes after the game 
olosed. 

AGED WOMAN DIES SrD- 

DEBIT IN LEWIS COPNTT 

Word was received here this morn- 
ing of the sudden death of Mrs. Eva 
Sauer last midnight at the heme of her 
daughter, Mrs. James Doty at Feai ls, 
Ky., Lewis county. Mrs. Sauer was 
the mother of Mrs. T. H. Rice, of this 
oity and had several other relatives 
hero. She was 80 years ot age and 
had been In her uaiiid good health. Mr. 
'and M^s. Rice left ttiis morning tor the 
home of Mrs. Doty in Lewis county. 



William Curtis, aged about 50 years, 
an employee of the Bates-Rogera Con- 
struction Company, contraotors at 
Dam S8 Juat Beat ot the olty, waa kill- 
ed almost instantly when he was 
struck by an Bast bound atreet oar at 
the County Infirmary oroasing at an 
early hour thla morning. Hia body 
was almost severM by the wheels of 
the street car. 

It is supposed thot Mr. Curtis was 
welting at the Infirmary crossing to 
board the street car which carries the 
workmen to the end of the car line for 
the first shift on tlie dam. having 
walked from him home to that ^-ross- 
Ing to board the car. A freight train 
VN'Bs passing on tlie At O. railroad 
tracks adjoining anil ilie so.md of the 
passing train completely drowned the 
sound of the approaching street car 
while the fog was so very heavy as to 
obscure It from his view. 

The street car was in charge of Mo- 
torman Prank Limerick and there 
were many dam workmen aboard go- 
ing to their work for the day. The 
fog was so very dense that Mr. Lim- 
edok did not see the man standing dl- 
reotly In the car track until the cat 
was almost upon him and despite dcs- 
perata efforta to bring the car to a 
stop Mr. Limerick's was car upon il-.e 
man and over htm tearing his body 
across the abdomen ami breast to that 
death was almost instant. 

Mr. Curtis is a man about 5u years 
of age and has been employed at the 
dam for some time. He Is married and 
lives In Eastland addition there bein ; 
a wife and two children surviving him. 

Coroner Higglns was called immedi- 
ately and made as complete an inves- 
tigation aa EeT' eon^, the majority of 
the witnesses having gone on to their 
work at the dam before his arrival 
He did not close his inquest and will 
probably hold a formal examination 
ot eye witnesses to the deplorable ac- 
oldent at the Court Houae this even- 
ing it he is enabled to get service on 
all ot his witnesses. If he is not abl» 
to summon all witnesses the inquest 
will be continued until tomorrow even- 
ing at the Court House. 

The body was prepared for burial 
and romovod to the homo In Eastland 
So far as the Investigation has pro 
ceeded Mr Limerick, the motorman o i 
the street car is clearly without blame 
aa be was unable to see the man In 
the middle of the car track until he 
was almost upon him and the passen- 
gers In the car say that when he did 
discover the man standing in the car 
tracks, he did all any person could 
have done to prevent the tstal acci- 
dent
